Dorothy Herkenratt is collaborating with Dawn Keough Norton who is preparing to 
publish a book on the Borthwick family which came to America from Edinburgh, 
Scotland in 1834, settling in Canada. Dorothy is researching the line of Mary 
Borthwick b. 1830 who married in Ottawa, Canada West in 1848 William Blackmore 
Taylor of Devonshire, England b. 1816. William and Mary came from New York with 
four children when William was employed as the first millwright in the Archibald Mills in 
Dundas. Dorothy is seeking additional information including dates and places of birth, 
marriage, death, occupations, etc. of: 1)Mary Ann Taylor b. 5 June 1849 in Glouchester 
Twp., Canada West who married a Ransome Madison, and any descendants, and 
2) Walter Blackmore Taylor b. 14 Aug. 1866 in Dundas who was still living at the time 
of his brother George’s death in Mar. 1935 but deceased by his sister Mary’s death in 
July 1938. 

Dorothy is also seeking photos, especially those of William Blackmore and Mary 
Borthwick Taylor and their children, spouses and descendants: 1) Mary Ann b. 5 June 
1849 and husband Ransome Madison; 2) William David b. 28 Aug. 1851 and wife 
Jennie Leslie Donovan Taylor b. 29 Aug. 1863; 3) Calista Cornelia b. 3 May 1853 and 
d. Oct. 1865 of diphtheria (first white death in Dundas); 4) Augusta Frances b. 1 Aug. 
1855 and husband James M. Oliver b. 1852; 5) Clara Elizabeth “Dolly” b. 4 Jan. 1858 
(first white child born in Dundas) and John Harvey Orr b. 13 Jan. 1856; 6) George 
Archie b. 17 Nov. 1863 and Bertha E. Fish Taylor b. 29 Dec. 1867; and 7) Walter 
Blackmore Taylor b. 14 Aug. 1866 following his father’s death by drowning when 
going to work after the Cannon River cut a second channel during flood stage in Apr. 
1866.

The following information is extracted from an article which appeared in the Faribault Daily News 23 Dec. 2001: 

After 19 years, Conrad Peterzen, a member of the Iron Range Genealogical Society and a volunteer at the Iron 
Range Research Center in Chisholm, MN, has completed indexing the immigrant naturalization records of every 
person naturalized in Minnesota before 1955. The microfilm records from all 87 MN counties covering 760,000 
individuals has been computerized and published into dozens of indexed books that alphabetically lists every 
person county by county. The books are held at the Iron Range Research Center, an Iron Range Resources and 
Rehabilitation Board facility at Ironworld Discovery Center in Chisholm. Mr. Peterzen’s project is believed to be the 
only one of its kind in the nation. 

The research analyst at the Iron Range Research Center is Deb Fena.
